As we, in our Depth of Trouble, nes our 
Seaſon of extraordinary Devotion, to beg divine 
Bleſſings; ſo now, when theſe Bleſſings are confer- 
red, it becomes us to celebrate an extraordinary Time 
of ſolemn Thankſgiving, for the Anſwer of our 


Prayers, in common with thoſe who joined in that 


good Work. Praiſe is comely for the Upright ; and 
with Chearfulxeſs may we fing a new Song to the Lord, 
and his Praiſe in the Congregation of Saints. 

To awaken us to, and fix us in, a duly thankful 
Frame, the Portion of Scripture I have juſt now 
read for my Text may ſeem an appoſite Theme;

and they were therefore intitled to that Government's 
Protection. 

The Situation the Gibeonites were in at this Junc- 
ture was this: The Princes of the Southern Cauaan 
combined to defeat the Settlement of the [/raehizes 
in the promiſed Land. Theſe Princes now bend 
their united Force againſt Gibeon, (a conſiderable

And ſo the 
Heads of the Highland Clans might' have been 
quite eaſy and happy under the Government of 
King George, without the leaſt Provocation to Re- 
bellion by any Hardſhip or Oppreſſion, had they 
conſulted the Principles of unbiaſſed Reaſon, and 
purſued its Dictates, in the Practice of thoſe Mea- 
* ſures which would have render'd them worthy of 
the Denomination of Subjects of moral and civil 
Government.

[Pleaſe 
to forgive the low Compariſon, which only diſpara- 
ges my Sermon, whilſt it does ſcant Juſtice to the 
Perſons and Cauſe it is made of ]. | 
Me have, ſecondly, the Reaſon aſſigned why the 

Gibeonites applied to Foſhua; namely, that theſe Amo- 
rites which dwelt in the Mountains were gathered 
together againſt them. The Enemy that was at- 
tacking them was an implacable Enemy, from whom 
they could expect nothing but utter Deſtruction. 
From ſuch blood - thirſty Creatures, they could not 
but be very warm and ſanguine in their Addreſs for 
Deliverance. All that a Man hath will he give for 
his Life: And when Life is at Stake, Men muſt be 
expected to uſe the moſt importunate Intreaties for 
its Preſervation. Joſbua muſt therefore repute it 
a very reaſonable Requeſt, that his Subjects beg his 
Interpoſition in their Favour. For the like Reaſon 
were we deſirous of the Interpoſition of the Govern- 
ment we are under, to protect us from being in- 
fulted, plundered, and murdered, by a Band of Ruf-

 Fifthly, We have Joſbua's ſpeedy Execution of 
his Commiſſion. [ Foſoua therefore came unto them 
ſuddenly, and went up from Gilgal all Nigbt.] The 
Gibeonites were reduced to the _— Extremity; and 
ofbua had ſuch a deep Sympathy with them in 
Ar Diltcels that 2 e the utmoſt Haſte to 
reſcue them from their imminent Ruin. He in- 
dulged not himſelf in taking his natural Reſt ; but 
marched, Night and Day, to be 3 up with the 
Enemy; that, by his ſudden Arrival, he might 
ur-

ſurprize them, and put them into Conſternation and 
Confuſion. Thus did our Glorious Deliverer, who 
rode Poſt, Night and Day, to join the Army in 
Scotland; which He marched forward with ſuch 
Diſpatch, as ſtruck our Enemies into the Conſterna- 


tion and Confuſion that made them raiſe the Siege 


of Stirling before his Friends in the South thought 
Him there. How did his ſpeedy March to the Spey 


' fright the Rebels from a moſt advantageous Poſt, 


wherein they might have ſeemed to have bid his 


Highneſs's Troops Defiance? And how did his 


ſpeedy March from the Spey to Culloden, force, the 
Rebels into a Battle, before they could get up the 
whole of their ſcattered Clans to join them ? 

And, fixthly, we have the Battle fought, and the 
Event of it. [And the Lord diſcomfited them before 
Tirael, and flew them with à great Slaughter at Gibeon, 
and chaſed them along the Way that goeth up to Beth- 
boron, and ſmote them to Azekab, and unto Makke- 
dab.] Joſbua had God's Promiſe of Succeſs, in the 
Uſe of proper Means. God promiſed to deliver 
his Enemies into his Hand; not to make Joſbua 
idle and indolent, but to encourage and quicken him 
in the Execution of his Office as Jrael's General. 
And, as Joſbua did his Part, by putting himſelf in- 
to a proper Poſture for being employed by God, as 
the Inſtrument of the Deliverance of the Gibeonites; 
ſo God proſpered him, and made him ſucceſsful. 


Joſbua was indeed at the Head of a numerous Ar- 
my, compoſed of mighty Men of Valour, who 


might have ſeem'd a Match for the Army of the 
Canaanitiſh Princes in an ordinary Way: But God 
would not allow 1frael to boaſt that their own Arm 
did fave them; but would have them ſenſible that 
it was the Right-Hand of the Lord that acted moſt 


| valiantly in the Affair, in damping the Spirits of 


the Enemy, and in animating and encouraging Iſrael, 
and ſtrengthening them to wield the Sword __ * 
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ally. God claimed, as his juſt Due, the Honour 
of being the principal Deliverer of his Iſrael; and 


would have the Flight of the Canaanites, and the 


Slaughter made amongſt them, aſcribed to his vic- 
torious and invincible Power; by acknowledging 
that it was the Lord that diſcomfited the Enemy, 
and flew them with a great Slaughter, and chaſed 
them, ſome one Way, and ſome another, to the dit- 
ferent Quarters from which they had aſſembled and 
drawn together. And God proved himſelf to have 
the principal Hand in this Defeat, by employing the 
Artillery of Heaven againſt Vrael's Enemies; ſhow- 
ering down great Hailſtones, as his Bullets, upon 
theſe Canaanites, which deſtroyed more of them 
than fell by the Sword of the 1ſraelitijfþ Army. 

Thus, though our Glorious Deliverer the Duke 
of Cumberland, headed a numerous and powerſul Ar- 
my, who (though inferior to the Rebels in Number) 
might, from their ſuperior Exactneſs in military 
Diſcipline, have ſeemed a Match for the Rebels in 

an ordinary Way, if they had Courage to ſtand their 

Ground; yet we muſt aſcribe the Victory to God; 
ſince the Bulk of thoſe very Men had been guilty of 


daſtardly Behaviour in the immediately preceding 


Battle at Falkirk. Was it not God that gave our 
Glorious Deliverer under Him Qualifications for 
that weigltity Undertaking? Was it not God that 


removed the Panick from the Minds of our Army, 


and tranſlated it to the Spirits of the Rebels? Was 
it not God that ſpirited up our Army to ſtand re- 
ſolutely, in contempt of Danger and Death, by the 
Man of his Right-Hand, the Duke? Did they not 
act. as if Ged had impreſſed them all with one com · 
mon Belief, that this was the General He had cho- 
ſen, and, by the ſpecial Deſignation of Heaven, made 
Commander and Leader of the Army of our Ifrael? 
Did not the heroic Bravery, which firſt inſpired our 


Glorious Deliverer, and then his Soldiers under —_ 
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all prove itſelf to come from the ſame divine Hand? 
Did not the ſpeedy Defeat, and the precipitate Flight 
of the Rebels at Culladen, ſhew an extraordinary 
Conſternation ſtruck into the Rebel Army, when 
their Numbers exceeded thoſe of their Antagoniſts ? 
Did not a Slaughter done in one Hour, which might 
have ſufficed for the Work of many Hours, (accor- 
ding to the uſual Courſe of Battles) argue @ ſuper- 
natural Power concerned in animating and enabling 
our Army to this wonderful and uncommon At- 
chievement? Did not the ſmall Number, in Com- 
pariſon, killed on our Side, (not half ſo many Hun- 
dreds as there were Thouſands killed on the Side of 

the Rebels) demonſtrate a ſpecial Hand of Provi- 
dence employed in the Preſervation of thoſe who 
were expoſing their Lives to ſave their Country? 
Did not the ſeaſonable Clearing-up of that memo- 
rable Day, immediately after the Battle commenced, 
which was very rainy before; and the Situation of 
the Wind, on the Back of our Forces, which blew 


. the Smoke of the Artillery in the Enemy's Faces; 


did not theſe favourable Incidents look as if God 
would have it obſerved, that the dark Side of the 
Cloud was now turned toward theſe ſuperſtitious and 
blood-thirfty Zgyprtrons, and that the bright Side was 
toward our 1/rag/? And did not even the Choice of 
the Day mark out the Hand from which the Deli- 
verance eame? Was there not an Emphaſis put up- 


on the Sixteenth Day of April, in delivering us 


from Popiſh Tyranny, by his Royal Highneſs Prince 
Milliam, on the fame Day which had been kept as 
a Day of publick Thankſgiving fifty Years before, 
for the Deliverance of King William III. (of glori- 
ous and immortal Memory) from the Aſſaſſination 
Plot, which the Popiſh Party of that Time had 
concerted, to deprive of his Life that King, to 
whom, under God, we owe the Enjoyment of our 
civil and religious Liberties, under the W 

wid 
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Government of that Royal Family on which He 
took Care to get the Crown of theſe Realms en- 
tailed? Did not giving the Occaſion of a ſecond 
publick Thankſgiving on the Sixteenth Day of April, 
at the Dſtance of exactly Fifty Years, look as if that 
Day had been regiſtered in the Annals of Providence, 
to be ſolemnized as a Proteſtant Jubilee? 

Having now finiſned the Explication, and drawn 


a Parallel between the Caſes of the ancient and our 


modern IJſrael; permit me to exhort you, from the 
Conſideration of God's Goodneſs, in working this 
great and glorious Deliverance for us, to excite your 
Souls to a thankful Remembrance. This is the ve- 
ry End for which this Day of publick and national 
Thankſgiving is appointed, that we may return God 
Thanks for the eminent and remarkable Interpoſi- 
tion of his kind Providence. Let us remember 
this Deliverance, as the Work of the Right Hand of 
the Lord Moſt High. Signal Mercies call for ſo- 
lemn Praiſes. ; 

To affect us with a quick and lively Senſe of Gra- 
titude, let us remind ourſelves of the Danger we ſaw 
our Country in, and with what Horror we quaked, 
in the Beginning of our Diſaſters, when the Rebels 
grew formidable by the Surrender of Edinburgh. 
Let us call to Mind what a Conſternation we were 
in, when we heard that the Rebels were in Poſleſ- 
ſion of Edinburgh ; and what a ſtill greater Conſter- 
nation ſeized us, when we heard of the Defeat of 
General-Cope's Army; when our Viſages were like 
thoſe of Perſons under Sentence of Death. What 
Sadneſs might we read in every honeſt Man's Coun- 
tenance ! How were their Faces appalled, their 
Looks languid, their Heads drooping, and their 
Knees (like Belſbaxzar's) ready to ſmite one againſt 
another! How low did our Hearts then ſink within 
us; and how did we then ſeem dejected, as if our 
Hope had been loſt, when we had not four hoy > 
| | | an 
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ſand of our own Soldiers in the Nation, and were 
told that the French would hinder thoſe in Flanders 
from arriving to our Aſſiſtance, and that the Rebels 
expected to be thirty Thouſand ſtrong, by that 
Time they reached Lancaſhire ! What melancholy 
Proſpects had we of their over-running the Nation 
unoppoſed, when we had the diſmal Apprehenſion 
of their haſty and impetuous March Southward ! 
Let us remember thoſe Days of Darkneſs; a Dark- 
neſs, which, like that of Egypt, might be ſenſibly 
felt; and let us thankfully acknowledge the Good- 
neſs of divine Providence, in infatuating the Ene- 
my, that they advanced not forward, at a Juncture 
ſo promiſing of Succeſs to their wicked Enterprizes; 
and in making them the Dupes of the ſagacious and 
brave General Gueſs Policy, which puffed them 
up with the Expectation of being Maſters of thoſe 
Treaſures and military Stores (which he never de- 
ſigned them) in Edinburgh Caſtle, by that Delay 
which gave Time for the Arrival of our Forces 
from abroad, and for the Revival of the depreſſed 
Spirits of the honeſt Party in the Nation. 

Let us recollect what a dark Aſpect our Affairs 
had, when the Rebels took Carlifle, and marched 
ſouthward, in the Winter Seaſon, when it was hard 
for our Forces, after the Fatigue of a Summer's 
Campaign, to think of enduring a Winter's Cam- 
paign alſo ; and how much the Rebels over-matched 
the Militia, in Scotland, and in ſome of the Weſtern 
Counties of England, and committed innumerable 
Outrages, till God was pleaſed to make them re- 
treat before the Duke of Cumberland.

c «Wii remember what Fear we had Reaſon to en- 
tertain, from the ſadly lamentable Fall of thoſe great 
Patrons of Liberty, Colonel Gardiner and Sir Robert 
Monro; as if theſe and good Men had been 
taken away from ſeeing the Evil that was to come. 

Let us remember what Havock this tumultuous 
Rout of Rebels made where-ever they came; what 
Evils our Nation ſuffered from them, and what 
greater Evils we ftill feared, from a Popiſh Preten- 
der and his Adherents, (an ungodly Crew, of like 
bloody and pernicious Principles with himſelf) the 
Conſequence of whoſe Succeſs muſt have been, the 
Depoſition of our rightful Sovereign King George, 
and the v veer, dare and his Royal Family; 
the Setting-up of Mbitrary and tyrannical Govern- 
ment in theſe Kingdoms; the Subverſion of the 
Conſtitution in Church and State ; the Abolition of 
our good and wholſome Laws; the Suppreſſion of 
our civil and religious Liberties; and, to cloſe the 
Tragedy, the utter Extirpation of the Name and 
Perſons of Proteſtants from off the Earth, as far as 
their Power could reach; together with the Entail 
of Miſeries of this Nature on Poſterity, by Britain's 
becoming a Province to imperious Fraxce in civil 
Matters, and to ſuperſtititious Rome in religious.

overſpread ſo much of the Country; that the pl 
vage and diſorderly Mobb, that trampled upon 
Laws, and diſpoſed of the Lives and Fortunes of 
our Fellow Subjects according to their own Caprice, 
is quelled ; that theſe Men (more deſerving of the 
Name of Brutes for their Actions) who made a 

Sport of ſpilling the Blood of the Innocent, hone 
themſelves got their own Blood to drink, as be-
